Oxford, Mass., June 21.—Deter- 


mined to shoot on sight, armed posses 
are scouring the tangled woods on the 
outskirts of this town for the remaind- 
er of the yegg band, whose disastrous 
raid through 
Webster and Oxford 


Sunday morning ended when Deputy 
Sheriff Albert E. Miller was fatally 
shot near the heart after he had killed 
Frank Harding, one of the yeggs, and 
wounded another in defense of his 
town. 


The early morning batttle In the 


lonely highway junction has stirred 
the town to a frenzy of excitement 
and the posses are 
determined 
to 


avenge the' murder of their fellow- 
townsman at all costs. 


Tee body of the dead deputy, lying 


on his piazza, where he had crawled 
•with a bullet near his heart, a blood- 
stained club still in his right hand, 
together with the body ot the yegg- 
man lying prone in the wayside sta- 
tion, are the only evidences of the 
fierceness of the attack. 


The marks of the jimmy on a slot

tion show what aroused the deputy 
from hig sleep In the little variety 
store 
conducted

brother William. 


Partly dressing he grabbed his re- 


volver and rushed out of doors with 
the evlderft purpose of 
investigating 


the noises he had heard at the junc- 
tion station of the Worcester, Web- 
ster and Southbridge street railway. 
He had reached the middle of the 
road, where it is evident he was at- 


. tacked by the armed band. 


Three shots were heard at the home 


i of Miller by his mother, but from the 
marks found on the dead bodies four 
shots at least must have been fired Itf- 
the fray. 
The theory advanced by 


the police and which is borne out by 
the evidence of the wounds on the 
dead yeggman and Miller's club is that 
Miller overpowered the first member 
of the band who assailed him, club- 
bed another, and In the scuffle that 
followed shot Frank Harding twice, 
in the right arm' and • through 
the 


heart.

On Harding'* wrists are marks 


which show that Miller's handcuffs 
had been clasped about them, 
but 


they had failed to lock. 
Harding 


crawled from the middle of the road 
into the junction station, where he 
died on one,of the benches. 
Miller 


got aa far as Ills piazza., called his 
brother William, and then, died be- 
fore the members of his startled fam- 
ily.could give him any assistance. • 


It was discovered that besides pre- 


viously obtaining: ?130 from the bak- 
ery of R. C. Caldwell at Webster, 
where both Frank Harding and his 
brother Ralph had been employed and 
recently discharged, the gang had 
been scared away from Applebee's 
general store, also in the same town.

POLICE SEEKING LEON LING I 


Mystery as to Exact Manner of Death 


of Girl Whose Body Was Found 


Packed In a Trunk Has Not Yet 


Been Solved, but Was Probably Due 
to Asphyxiation—Paul Sigel Gives 
Out His First Interview 


New York, June 21.—Leon Ling, 


with his string of English-Chinese 
aliases and his American clothes, may 
never be found, but the mutilated 
body of the New York girl left behind 
in a trunk in his room here will no1 
be buried in 
Potters 
Field. 
Paul 


Sigel, the father, claimed and posi- 
tively identified 
the 
body 
at 
the 


morgue last night, admitting for the 
first time that the victim was his 
daughter Elsie. 


The girl's mother, now in a sana- 


torium, had identified the 
jewelry; 


another woman 
had 
identified 
the 


stained 'underclothing, and relatives 
had said that the murdered girl was 
Elsie Sigel, granddaughter 
of Gen- 


eral Franz Sigel, but until last even- 
ing the lather had maintained an atti- 
tude of silence unexplained. 


Coroner Harburger asked the father 


if he was certain that the body was 
that of his daughter Elsie. "1 am sat- 
isfied," said the man, brokenly, and 
he was led away. 


Mr. Sigel, at his home last night,' 


after returning from the morgue gave 
out an interview, the first since the 
discovery of the murder. He said that 
tho funeral would not be held from the 
house. 


"The disgrace has been keen enough 


as it is without having the funeral 
from here in front of a gaping crowd,'" 
he said. 
"My wife and I Have aged 


ten years in the past week. 
This 


should be a lesson to youug girls not 
to mix with other than their own peo- 
ple." 


. Franz Sigel made arrangements for 


the immediate removal of the body 
for 
the funeral. 
Elsie's 
stomach, 


however, is in the hands of a. Co- 
lumbia university professor who will 
make a chemical analysis of its con- 
tents. 
Although the murder is sup- 


posed to have been committed on 
June 9, the exact cause of her death 
has never been ascertained. 
While 


the autopsy 
determined 
that death 


was probably due to ' asphyxiation, 
whether she was choked, smothered 
under a piliow or drugged, bound with 
rope and left to die horribly In the 
trunk is as much a mystery as is the 
'whereabouts of Leon Ling and his 
pal, Chung Sing. 


Aside from the positive identifica- 


tion of the body there are few de- 
velopments in the case here. 
Chu 


Gain, manager of the Port Arthur 
restaurant In Chinatown, who was 
detained as a material witness, was 
held without bail until Thursday. He 
has admitted that he knew Elsie Sigel 
well and incurred the enmity of Leon 
Ling and that both he (Chu Gain) and 
the girl were threatened witn death. 
He will be put through a characteris- 
tic police ordeal before he is released. 


What progress the police have made 


toward tracing Leon 
Ling 
is 
not 


known. 
Various clews such as sur- 


round every crime of this character 
are being followed out. 


Nearly 200 letters have been found 


in the Port Arthur restaurant by de- 
tectives, all written by Elsie Sigel 
to Chu Gain, now under arrest. They 
show that the girl bestowed terms of 
endearment upon at least one other 
Chinaman besides Leon Ling. 
The 


letters were taken to police head- 
quarters.

.Not untfl each juror had pronounced 


as hopeless the prospect ot a verdict 
was the order for their dismissal made 
by Judge Lawlor, prosecution and de- 
fense assenting to the discharge. The 
defendant and liis attorneys, as well 
as the chief officers of the prosecu- 
tion, refrained from comment on the 
disagreement. 


Five ballots were taken, three of 


these shortly after the jury retired. 
On the iirst vote the Jury stood eight 
for acquittal and four for conviction. 
Two of the four Joined the majority 
on the second ballot, and one of the 
remaining two announced Ills deter- 
mination to remain out a month 
If 


necessary. 


Judge Lawlor announced that he as- 


certained before coming to court that 
the jury appeared to be hopelessly di- 
vided. 
After ordering the discharge 


of the jury, Lawlor addressed to the 
twelve men some Informal remarks, 
in which he criticized the laws and 
usages which made possible the ex- 
pense of three months in empanelling 
a jury, and thanked them.

less to prevent such occurrences and 
recommended that the legislature be 
influenced by the people to change the 
laws that governed court procedure.

A good horse collar is the main part of the harness, and H should 


be of the very best kind and fit the animal's neck perfectly. 


The collar should be kept clean at all times and the horse's shoul- 


ders well washed bud brushed daily. 


• - 
Much dust and dirt arise in the fields and on the roads during 


the warm season, and this is caught and held ou the moist and sweaty 
shoulders and collar, there to form hard lumps and ridges. 


Every time the collar is put on the horse it should be examined 


for those lumps and ridges. If any are found, theye should be care- 
fully brushed and rubbed away. 


After each day's work, especially in warm weather, bathe and 


clean the shoulders with n mixture of warm water, salt and soda. 


Hot water is one of ;he best known natural agents for relieving 


soreness due to sprains, bruises and excessive pressure of the animal 
body. Salt and soda are healing and disinfecting agents. 


A little alum and tannic acid, the juice from the bark or leaves 


of oak or willow trees, will heal and toughen the skin, and should be 
applied with warm water.

prohibition lid i* not on as tight in 
Xew Hampshire as has been the pre- 
vailing opinion since the recent ses- 
sion of the Legslature adjourned is 
becoming more and more apparent. 


It. has been discovered that there 


are two separate disiinct and con- 
flicting laws in force in ihe staie for 
the regulation and suppression of the 
liquor traffic. 
When the Legislature 


revised the license law, originally 
passed in 1903. at die last session 
adopting the so-called Preston amend- 
ment, it •was supposed that the sale of 
liquor in no-license cities and towns 
had been dealt a death blow. 


The amended law v.-as all right in 


theory, hu; for practical use ic failed 
of meeting the expectations of it; 
Trends. It certainly was unlawful Tor 
dealers in no-license cities and towns 
to ship goods to customers residing 
in those places in the state that had 
recorded 
their votes as being op- 


posed to the sale of liquor 
The im- 


mediate result was that two-thirds 
of the wholesale dealers in the state 
sought locations in Boston or other 
cities outside the jurisdiction of ihe 
New 
Hampshire 
Legislature, 
-and 


while they do not pretend to solicit 
orders in the no-license places they 
stand, ready to fill all orders for liq- 
uor that may be sent to them by 
mail from their old customers 


The claim is that it is strictly inter- 


state transactions, reguarding which 
New Hampshire officials have no con- 
trol, and as far as the consumer is 
concerned H matters little to him 
whether his supply of liquor comes 
through the railroad station or the 
express office bearing the name of a 
Boston shipper, rather than the old 
familiar one of Suncook, Portsmouth. 
Manchester, Ashland or Canaan. The 
freight and express rates is the same 
the goods are of the same quality 
and in several instances the dealers 
are the same and the only difference is 
that Massachusetts rather than New- 
Hampshire gets the coin. 


The New Idea 


But within a few cays a new idea 


has been made public and this idea 
to say the least is giving the thick 
and thin advocates of absolute "ram 
rod'' prohibition the shivers 
Accord- 


ing to good authority one of the pros 
ecuting officers of one of the largesi 
counties in the state say^ it is pos- 
sible under the laws of the state- 
relating to the sale of liquor, to open- 
ly sell the same in any town village 
or city in the state at the present

enacted in 1903, so elated were the 
fr.imers of that measure over its pas' 
sage t.hat as soon as it received the 
Eiganttire of the governor and 
was 


placed upon the statute book they al- 
lowed the 
prohibitionists to do 
as 


they saw fit with the prohibition law 
which, according to the terms of the 
license bill, was to remain in effect 
in all towns and cities t.hat registered 
its vote in favor of no-license 


In other words since the passage 


of the license law there has been two 
separate and distinct laws in force in 
the 
state 
for 
the 
regulation 


and suppression of the liquor traffic. 
It is this old prohibition law remod- 
elled and revamped from time to time 
that promises io cause all kinds of 
trouble for the state and county offi- 
cials and give the out and out tem- 
perance 
advocates many 
sleepless 


nights before the time once more ar- 
rives for the Legislature to assemble- 
The trouble come in the interpretation 
given by some of the shrewdest law- 
yers in the city to sect. 22 of chap. 12 
This reads as follows: 


"Nothing in the chapter contained 


shall be construed to prohibit the-- 
sale and keeping for sale of domestic 
wines nor r.Ee sale of any foreign spir_ 
itous liquor imported under the auth- 
ority of the laws of the United. States 
by the importer thereof in the orig- 
inal casks or packages in which it was 
imported." 


"Joker'1 in the Law 


•It is right here that the joker ap- 


pears. 
Eminent lawyers have con- 


strued this section of the law to mean 
that no one can be molested by any 
sxisting statute for the importation O 
T 


liquor from Canada or any other for- 
eign country, and selling to any one 
in the original casks or packages to 
any amount desired

.Boston, June 21.—Consolidated re- 


pair shops, to coso |1,503,000, will be 
erected by the Eoston and. 
(Maine 


railroad on ille marsh property own- 
ed by the road in East Somerville, 
bounded by Middlesex avenue, the 
Mystic River and the western divi- 
sion of the Boston -and Maine rail- 
road . 


Knowledge 
of this plan 
became 


public when it was announced thai 
bids for the contract of the first, seg- 
ment of the repair shops will soon 
be called for. Preliminary engineer- 
ing work will be started this week. 


The first segment to be construct- 


ed will be a building 2CO feet long 
and no feet wide which will event- 
ually be extended into a structure

SACKING THE TUILERIES. 
STICKING TO THE POINT. 


GOLD AND SILVER. 


The- Process of Assaying Both Metals 


Is Identical. 


The process of assaying gold and sil- 


ver is identical. The metaJ Is first put 
through a highly heated furnace and 
melted, the sample for assay being 
dipped out while tbe metal Is In a 
liquid 
state. 
Next 
the 
sample is 


thrown Into a vessel of cold water, 
when granulation ensues. Taken from 
the cold bath. It Is boiled In sulphuric 
acid, tbe silver dissolving, •\yhl!e the 
gold 
Is precipitated to the 
bottom, 


where It is caught lo proper recepta- 
cles. 


The acid Is now drawn off and the 


metal placed In another vessel 
luld 


with sheet lead, tbe 
bottom 
belug 


plates of copper. Chemical action now 
sets in. the add, copper nnd lead be- 
ing in a ferment. 
While the gold Is 


being precipitated the sliver, if there 
be any in the sample under test. Is be- 
ing deposited lu thin metallic sheets on 
what before the fermentation set in 
wore the copper plates> but which have 
now been transformed into blue vitriol 
or sulphate of copper. 


After the metals have- all been de- 


posited, they are gathered .up .and with 
the impurities still remaining pressed 
into cakes 
by a hydrauHc machine 


which has u pressure of 200 tons 
Again It Is melted (the gold and silver 
each in separate vats, of course), the 
pure metal being again deposited aud 
Ihe Impurities, aided by chemical ac- 
tion, left floating on the top. 
The nest 


and last process runs the metals into 
ingots ready for tbe markets of the 
world.
